Tliere were four of us at the table last 


week, a few of tlie nnt'ortimate stay-at- 
homes, and we were taking a midnight 
lunch with thw doctor at the Art Club. 


', He, grumbling because he could not en- 
joy tlie breezes at (Jape May with bia 
family, reviliug the weather and wish- 
ing hia practice was small enough to [>er- 
mit him to go away, was delightfully 
reminiscent over the bottle of Uttinart, 
and called up 1>efore our 
eyea and 


thoughts his little jaunta in the past live 
years. 


"Did I ever tell you about that bear 


of mine—my first one—the one I shot 
last fall in the Yosemite ?" said the 
doctor. 
"Tvo, not the one that I'have 


on the ollice door—that was really num- 
ber three. 
This one I did not bring 


home. You see, I had beeu out there 
before, a party of us going on a little ex- 
cursion iu '02, but rny first game trip 
West was my visit last year. 


"I had for a guide old Tom Ilinkle, a 


square, upright, fearless fellow, a clean 
shot awl a man who was always reliable. 
We were in the Hell Roaring district, a 
place full of game and surrounded on 
all sides by the wondrous freaks of 
nature that have made the place so re- 
markable. 
We started from camp at an 


early hour, before the rest of the men 
were stirring, and by 6 o'clock we were 
well up the bills.

"A short distance above us on the 


elevation, possibly a couple of miles 
away, yet as plain as my hand, was an 
old tree stump with a boulder in close 
proximity. The rare and thin atmos- 
phere made them stand out plainly, and 
it seemed to me that crouching between 
the boulder and stump was the bear 1 
was looking for. Calling Tom's atten- 
tion to it, he agreed with me and imme- 
diately started to make a detour around 
the edge—possibly about four miles.

Still, little chance to throw

MEN. 


Salea of Liquor by a Quart or Bottle I>e- 


eluretf Legal—Not a Question Where the 
Liquor IH to be Drank—Decision on it Cuttc 
in Chester County, 


A recent decision o£ the 
superior 


court, on the "growler," will be of in- 
terest to hotel and saloon men through- 
out tbe State. 


In February last the license court of 


Chester county refused a license to Sam- 
uel J Babb, of Oxford, because a num- 
ber of witnesses had testified that be 
sold whisky by the bottle and beer by 
the bucket to be consumed elsewhere 
than upon his premises. 


An appeal was made the superior 


court, and the decision of the lower 
court was reversed. The opinion of the 
higher court was as follows: 


"Samuel J. Babb presented an appli- 


cation for license which in every way 
conformed to the requirements of the 
acts of assembly now iu this common- 
wealth. A remonstrance was Died b> 
D, M. Taylor and others, alleging that 
the applicant had while holding license 
sold liquor by the quart to be drank 
elsewhere than on the premises. 
Upon 


the hearing the applicant admitted that 
he sold a bottle of liquor containing less 
than one quart to be drank elsewhere 
than at his hotel. The court below, in 
its opinion finds that the contents of the 
bottle did not exceed one quart. The 
court, therefore, for this reason alone 
refused the applicant a license, setting 
forth this, as the sole reason of such 
action. We do not think that the acts 
regulating the sale of liquor at retail in 
this commonwealth justify any such 
construction of the law. A retail deal- 
er is licensed to sell liquor in quantities 
not exceeding one quart. 
Therefore, 


the sale of a bottle of liquor containing 
one quart is within the purchase ot his 
license. Muat the licensee sets to it that 
the purchaser to whom bo sells one 
quart of liquor consumes it all before he 
leaves the premises ? Can this be the 
meauing of the law? Must the land- 
lord whose guest orders a bottle of wine 
or spirituous liquor to his room see to it 
that his guest takes no remnant of it 
away in liis baggage ? Either he has 
a right to sell in this way or he has not. 
If he has not, then such a sale being un- 
authorized is illegal and in violation of 
the provisions of the act of 1S87. If it 
is in violation of the provisions of the 
act of 1887 and its supplements it is a 
misdemeanor. Suppose a roan be in- 
dicted for auch sale, could a conviction 
be sustained? Yet if it is illegal it 
would be a misdemeanor. 
AH sales 


not declared illegal by some act of as- 
sembly are legal. This licensee In mak- 
ing such sales did that which was with- 
in his right by virtue of his license or he 
made a sale of liquor which he was not 
licensed to make and was guilty of a 
misdemeanor. The latter could not suc- 
cessfully be contended for. 


"It may well be that reckless selling 


of liquor to be drank on or off tbe prem- 
ises would be evidence of tbe applicant's 
unCtness, but that question is not before 
us, as the license was not refused be- 
cause of the unfitness of the applicant. 


'It follows that such sale was a legal 


sale; one which he was authorized to 
make under virtue of the provisions of 
the law under which he was granted a 
license, and this being the only reason 
given by the court below for refusing 
the license, the action of the court can- 
not be sustained. We are, therefore, of 
opinion that the only reason given by 
the count below for refusing this license 
was not a valid one, and unless there is 
other ground which does not appear for 
refusing the applicant a license it should 
be granted. 


'Judgment reversed and proeedendo 


awarded." 


Mr. Babb, who is proprietor of the 


Octoraro House, Oxford, will reapply for 
a license.—llnrrisbury Call. 


A Distiller's License. 


Judge nice Algo Rendered nil Important 


Opinion. 


Judge Rice, president judge of the 


superior court, at Pittsburg, handed 
down an opinion iu the case of the re- 
monstrance i-jfainst the granting of a 
distiller's license to Levi M. Lauck, of 
Newville. He aays that no case has yet 
been decided that under the act of ISfll 
any citizen of. the United States of tem- 
perate habits and good character is en- 
titled as a matter of right to a distiller's 
license for any place that he may see 
fit to designate, upon filling a regular pe- 
tition and bond. A proper exercise of 
judicial discretion might, under some 
circumstances warrant, if it did not 
require an inquiry into the suitableness 
(not the necessity) of the place for the 
business. 


STATE SOLDIERS COME HIGH. 


LewlKtown Camp Will Not Cost LCHK Than 


#300,000—Pay of tlie Troops. 


The cost of the division encampment 


of the Notional Guard at Lewistown will 
foot up not less than $200,000. 
The pay 


of the troops alone aggregates $189,139.94. 
The Firali brigade has received of this 
amount $42,006.92 and the Third brigade 
$42,722.01. The balance goes to the Sec- 
ond brigade and general division head- 
quarters. Warrants Jor the pay of the 
Second brigade were approved 
by the 


military board and transmitted by Ad- 
jutant General Stewart to General Wiley. 


The cost of transporting the troops and 


their supplies to and from Lewistown will 
amount to at least $40,000. The subsist- 
ence bills and the bills for horse hire and 
other necessaries will aggregate $35,000 or 
140,000. 
Theae bills will be paid by 


General Stewart aa soon as they have been 
received and approved by the military 
board. The state makes an annual ap- 
propriation of $325,000 for the support of 
the National Guard. 


NOT IO BE IN POLITICS. 


Postmaster Ganeral Wilson has issued 


an order to all railway mail el.'rks direct- 
ing them not to take an active interest 
in tho political campaign, such as would 
be involved in their attending political 
conventions as delegates, making politi- 
cal speeches or assisting in the manage- 
ment of political campaigns. The Post- 
master General's circular expressly states 
that he does not desire to control their 
opinions on political matters. 


The formal order was brought out by 


complaints againat some of the clerks. 
The Postmaster General will issue a 
general order of the same tenor to all 
classes of employes in tbe entire postal 
service later on. It will not be done, 
however, until complaint is made.

1. It is possible to draw gold from the 


Treasury for any money that is issued 
by the government, whether silver, sil- 
ver certificates or treasury notes, as by 
the law these different kinds of money 
are interchangeable and the government 
is required to maintain the entire parity 
of gold and silver. 


2. The silver dollar in this country is 


worth its face value when intrinsically 
worth but 53 cents, because tlie govern- 
ment has stamped its fiat upon the coin 
and obligated itself to redeem it for its 
face value. As long as tbe guarantee 
of the governmeut is good the coin will 
be good. 


3. The gold reserve can be affected by 


any kind of money issued by tbe gov- 
ernment, as they are all interchangeable, 
and the government must redeem all 
the money, at the option of the holder, 
in obedience to the law that requires 
that gold and silver shall be maintained 
at a parity.—ED. 7'imcs. 


To the Editor of The Times : 


Do you not use the term "value" iu 


two different senses, sometimes meaning 
tbe exchange relations of commodities 
and at others the "difficulty of attain- 
ment" an object presents ? In this lat- 
ter sense does not cost rather than value 
nxpresa the idea intended to be convey. 
«d ? "Not the quantity of labor bestow- 
ed on the production of any object, but 
tbe quantity it can command in the mar- 
ket" is "definite difficulty of attain- 
ment" it presents to the purchaser. This 
is properly its cost to him and should not 
be confused with either value or price. 


"The value of only one thing must 


consist in the several quantities of all 
other things which can be obtained in 
exchange for it, and can never remain 
for an instant fixed."—"Ambiguous 
Terms," Wbately, Elements of Logic. 


Manifestly, then, it is contradictory 


and confusing to maintain that tbe 
alterations of other commodities with 
respect to gold produce no necessary 
alteration of gold with respect to them. 
If I am separated from you by ten feet 
of distance, that distance may be increas- 
ed either by your moving away from me 
or by me moving away from you. 


But while the value of gold is surely 


"appreciating," its cost may be stable, 
or may be really diminishing. Its pur- 
chasing power may increase while its 
"difficulty of attainment" remains as be- 
fore. A rise in value and a fall in cost 
may go hand in band, nor do I refer 
here to the expense of production; as has 
been said, "Not tbe quantity of labor 
bestowed on the production of an object, 
but the quantity it can command in tbe 
market" measures its cost to the pur- 
chaser. 


Supply and demand with respect to 


gold control its cost—not its value. Tbe 
value of any one article is affected by 
variations iu the supply and demand, 
not merely tbe particular article in 
question, bat of all other ai tides within 
the circle of exchange. The equation of 
supply and demand of gold which you 
have called its value is in reality its coat, 
and stability of cost is be ascertained not 
by examining into its exchange relations 
with other commodities as shown by a 
scale of prices, but by examining into its 
wage-paying power at different peiiods 
covering a number of years. 


If common wages measured in gold 


have not fallen, gold has not "appreciat- 
ed" in the sense tbat makes it unfit to 
be our monetary standard. A standard 
of cost, not a standard of value, i» tbe 
ideal monetary standard. "A commo- 
dity whose exchange relations with other 
commodities remain practically unalter- 
ed" wlliile these other commodities are 
constantly falling in cost would not fill 
the bill, even if such a commodity were 
possible. A definite cost, and not a 
definite value, presents tho definite 


"difficulty of attainment" which is re- 
quisite in a debt-paying medium. 


C DAVENPORT 


These logical distinctions are impor- 


tant in the academic discussion of econo- 
mic questions. In speaking of coinage 
we must use the word "value" in the 
sense in which it is employed in the 
statutes, which is what Mills calls "its 
general power of purchasing," and Cair- 
nes as "the ratio in which commodities 
in open market are exchanged against 
each other."—En. Times.

Didn't Bargain For..-Done Him Up 


With Unities.

from Woodland, this State, says: 


One of the most interesting and unique 


characters in this town is 'Lige Wilson, a 
lank, ungainly denizen, who, eking out 
his living by tho collection and sale of 
junk and rags is known from Phillips- 
burg to Clearfield. 
Over six feet in 


height, lusty and elderly, his gauntfignre 
and bewhisltered face can be, seen anv 
clear day driving along the old road. A 
horrible wreck of a horse, harness kept 
together by strings and ropes, a wagon 
that ig so named because it has four very 
ahaky wheels, and an incongruous as- 
sortment of old tins, bottles, rags, bits of 
iron aud empty powder cans, and we can 
see 'Lige occupying the highway. Every- 
one knows him, for he has eight mother- 
less children over in his two-room house, 
and certainly the liest spring of water 
this side of the old well on top of Hog 
Back. 


One day 'Lige started for ISlue Ball, a 


woman down there having told him that 
the usual cleaning out time had arrived 
and sbe wanted him to come and cart it 
all away. So, trudging along past the 
hotel and livery stable, he pushed into 
the hemlock woods that lay on the hill- 
top through which tho road ran, and 
soon the narrow town lay behind. The 
Clearfield Company iiad opened a new 
prospecting tunnel on the edge of tlie 
hill, and the work was so satisfactory 
that they had abandoned the fans and 
cut an air-shaft through the hilltop, and 
as 'Lige went along the road he met the 
gang who were making the cut.

OHKEN CO11X HKCIl'IKS. 


Tempting £>islteg to lie Maile From the 


Seasonable Sweet Corn. 


Corn pudding. Grate two dozen ears 


of green corn, add to the corn three 
pints of milk, three powdered crackers, 
three eggs, two teacupfuls of sugar and 
a little salt. Bake two or three hours 
until thoroughly done and nicely brown-« 
ed. This may be served simply with 
butter and pepper, or with any favorite 
sweet sauce. 


CORN OYSTERS. 


Take one half pint of sweet milk, one- 


half teaspoonful of baking powder, three 
heaping tablespoonfnls of Hour, «•««! 
after being measured, one teaspoonful ot 
salt, two well-beaten eggs, and one-half 
dozen ears of corn. Cut the corn from 
the cob.mix thoroughly with the other 
ingredients, and drop the batter by the 
spoonful into boiling hot fat, and serve 
as fried oysters. 


COKN SOCP. 


One quart of milk, one pint of grated 


green corn, the same quantity of water, 
two tablespoon fuls of butter, one heap- 
ing tablesiwonful of (lour, a slice of 
onion, and pepper and salt to taste. 
Cook the corn in water for twenty min- 
utes. Let the milk aud onion come to a 
boil. Mix the butter and Hour together, 
and add a few teaspoonfuls of the milk. 
When perfectly smooth stir into the re- 
mainder of the milk and cook eight min- 
utes. Take out the o.Jon, add thecorn, 
season to taste, and serve. Any "left- 
overs" in the form of cold stewed corn, 
and corn on the coba, may be re-served 
in the form of corn soup, if a foundation 
is prepared with the milk, butter and 
onion or other flavoring that may be de^ 
sired, and the cold corn added when the 
milk b >ils. 


CORN OUMI1O. 


Tender chickens or squirrels may be 


used with the green corn for this dish, 
but the squirrels are preferred. Take 
two line grey squirrels, skinned and 
cleaned, joint as you would chickens for 
fricassee, half a pound of fat salt |>ork, 
one onion (if liked) sliced, twelve ears of 
green corn cut from the cob, six large 
tomatoes pared and sliced, two tablfc- 
apoonfttls of butler rolled in flour, pars- 
ley lo season, and enough water to cover 
the squirrels. Put on the squirrels, the 
pork, cut very tine, with the onion and 
parsley in the water, and bring to a boil. 
When this h;is lasted ten minutes put in 
the corn and stew until the squirrels are 
tender. Then add the tomatoes cut up 
thin, and when these are cooked through 
stir in the butter and Hour. Simmer ten 
minutes longer and serve in a large deep 
dish. 


COItX OMELET. 


Take well-lilled ears of sweet corn and 


remove all the silk from between the 
rows of kernels. Cut the kernels down 
the centre, being careful not to loosen 
them from the cob, and then take out 
the pulp by pressing downward with a 
knife. To three tablespoonfnls of the 
green corn pulp add the well-beaten 
yelks of three eggs and a little salt. 
Beat the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth, and mix with the corn and tbe 
yelks, and your into a hot frying pan 
with a little butter; cover immediately 
and set where the omelet will cook but 
not burn. When set, fold over the ome- 
let and serve on a hot dish immediately. 
It will not be best to attempt to turn ait 
omelet of this sort, for it is easily brok- 
en. To avoid this, and to have it brown- 
ed on both sides, set the frying pan over 
the fire with the hot butter, turn in the 
omelet batter and allow it to remain 
over the flre until it begins to set and 
brown on the bottom ; then instead of 
turning set the frying pan in the oven 
aud allow it to brown on the top before 
folding.

Tli6 ;irmy worm is abroad in the land 


in very destructive numbers m many 
localities. We are daily receiving let- 
ters and even telegrams and telephone 
messages from such widely-separated 


__J«<',Kirties as Lowville, Ilorseheads and 


Jamestown, N. Y., and Jlouesdale, i'a. 
Pasture lands and crops of hay, rye and 
corn are being ravaged in these locali- 
ties, by the caterpillars. 


The true army worm, the caterpillar 


ol the moth known as Lucauia uui- 
1'iincta, is a naked, striped worm about 
It inches long and one-quarter inch in 
diameter when full grown, and rather 
d.iik in appearance. The insect is wide- 
ly (listiihiited over the United States, 
e:ist of the Uocky Mountains, and in 
Biimn localities it occasionally appears in 
such enormous numbers as to overrun 
and destroy, in May and June, acres ol 
th» small grains and grass lauds. The 
\voims usually travel iu one direction 
Irorn one Held to another, destroying 
the ri >p as they go. They have a habit 
of climbing the seed stalks aud cutting 
oil the heads, ot Timothy, and of the 
small grain:). 
Under ordinary circum- 


stances, tlio worms feed mostly at night 
anil in damp, cloudly weather, remain- 
ing hidden during sunshiny days, resem- 
hhiig, in thi.-J respect, the closely allied 
cutworms. The adult insect is a brown 
ninth with a white s|Wt on the centre of 


<• ii-h trout wing. The eggs are pushed 
ilmvii into Mie inner base of the terminal 
i,Mf ol glasses or grains. The eggs 
h i.ti:h in from night to ten ilays, and the 
(MffipilUrs attain full growth in three 
01 foui weeks. They then go into the 
gioimd, and transform through a brown 
1'iipa to the moth. The number of gen- 
t-ialinii.s Ku-h year varies with the di- 
iii,ite and the sea-son; there may be six 
m the South. 
The winter 13 usually 


passed as a half-grown caterpillar, and 
MHntttiiiiKS the moths hibernate, in the 
t-outh. It is usually the offspring ot the 
HOI MIS that hibernate which cause alai'iu. 


T'leteisno practical method of rid- 


ilmg a badly infested Held of one of these 
cati'ipillar armies, which would not in- 
volve the destruction of the crop. How- 
ever, the worms can IH) prevented from 
entering other Oelds, and may, in many 
cases, be killed before they can do much 
<l.image in new lields. In some cases, 
especially in corn fields, the advancing 
ai my can be checked in the middle of 
the field. 
If a deep ditch be dug or 


plowed before the advancing army, tak- 
ing pains to have the side toward the 
ci up to he protected as smooth and per- 
pendicular as possible, it will lie found 
tb.it the worms cannot readily cross it, 
ami will, alter the first attempt, 
crawl 


.iloiig the ditch and tumble into deep 
holes which should bo dug in the ditch 
al intervals ot a rod or so; bushels of 
the worms have been trapped m this 
manner, aud in one instance the stench 
iioni their decaying bodies became very 
cITensivo to people ruling along the high- 
way . 


in some corn fields, it would be prac- 


ticable to spi ay or thoroughly dust the 
plants with 
L'aris green, using it as 


itroug as the plants will stand. Much 
can, also, be done by drenching a strip 
ol the crop toward which the worms are 
marching, with a strong Tails green 
nuxtme. A combination of the ditch 
and spray, if thoroughly carried out, will 
rlieck and destroy millions ot these 
lavcuouHCieaturps. Trompt action will 
be necessary for, as we have seen, a 
Jay's delay may nieau the destruction of 
an acre or more of a promising rye, Maj- 
or corn crop.— /.'«ni( A'cio Yorkir.

THE PKOBABJLITY OF dOOD 


HAY PRICES. 


from IJic Amci'icnn A<n icuUurtvt. 


Whether or not another year of high 


prices for hay will prevail remains to be 
seen. 
Certainly the outlook for the 


coming crop, especially in all leading 
hay sections of the middle and. eastern 
states, is spotted and many counties will 
show a positive shortage, this fact serv- 
ing to support a market which, though 
dull, is steady so far as tie best grades 
are concerned, these being in relatively 
light supply. Poor to common old hay 
is plentiful, and as outlined in these col- 
umns several weeks ag", growers gener- 
ally are now making efforts to close out 
prior to the appearance of a new crop. 
Reports from our own special correspon- 
dents, together with those connected 
with the government crop bureau, point 
to a severe shortage in portions of 3ST. Y. 
and Pa. The long drought, covering 
much of Apu) and May, has been fol- 
lowed by good rainfall during the past 
week or two, but in many instances this 
came too late to help meadows, espec- 
ially old ones, which often show damage 
through being winter-killed. This is al- 
so true of leading liay counties in New 
England, in many of which the stand of 
grass is thin anil the yield per acre Ixnind 
to be light. In Ohio, correspondents 
point to fair but irregular yield. 
Ind., 


111., \Vis. and states west of the Missis- 
sippi river have as a rule had plenty of 
moisture, insuring a good surplus of hay. 


In leading markets only best grades 


are moving freely at long established 
prices. There (ire a good many pockets 
of old hay yet to come out in the middle 
aud eastern states, while the surplus in 
tl eMiss. and Mo. valleys is considerable, 
and across the line, Canada has more or 
lebi, rather indifferent in quality. Should 
the recent rains prove aiore lienefieial 
thau now seems probable, as viewed by 
our correspondents in the interior, the 
now crop may be mich as to prevent any 
early advance. At the present writirg, 
it is a between seasons market and too 
«ai ly to forcciist probabilities. The for- 
eign trade is small, 10 months exports 
ended May 1 being scant 48 000 tons, 
against im|>ort,n, almost excliiniveiy from 
Canada, of 
2(>7,OfX) tons. April alone 


brought in over 20,000 tons compared 
with 27,000 tons in March and 13,000 
a year earlier.

the removal of the tassel of the eon 
plant would result in a larger yield 
Tbis was based on the admitted fact that 
a large amount ot energy is used in the 
development of the [lower and the pro- 
duction of the pollen. A number of 
tests were made to determine the facts 
iu the case. Or course it was necessary 
to allow enough pollen to he produced to 
fertilize the sillta. Iu most of the tests, 
therefore, the tassels were removed from 
every allemale row,—pulled out as soon 
as they appeared,—or three rows were 
detasseled and one left untouched. 


At the Cornell 
station 
detasseled 


corn produced a slightly greater yield 
during the first two years, but the third 
year there was practically uo benefit. 
In Nebraska, detasseling resulted in de- 
creased yields. Here the ta.sels were 
cut off instead ot being pulled out, as 
as was the case in New York. 
In 


Maryland the yield was decreased by the 
practice. 
In Kansas the detusseleU 


lielda produced slightly the most corn. 
In Illinois, tests weie made during two 
years. It both cases it, was evident that 
no greater yield was produced by rowa 
that had been detasseled. 


It will be seen, therefore, thai, the 


question has by no means boeu decided, 
but must be more fully investigated. 
One thing, however, is certain,—the or- 
dinary fanner can with profit leave the 
matter for experiment Btation men to 
determine. 
There evidently is 
not 


enough benefit in detasseling for the 
commercial grower to practice it, and if 
heller seed can be produced, lot trained 
investigators prove i t — Am Ai/rmtllHr- 
iit.

WHEN seeding wheat this lull it will 


be an advantage to endeavor to got the 
seed of some better variety, if it can be 
done. There is quite a difference in the 
varieties of wheat, and farmers should 
consider which variety 
will give the 


most profit. 


THE number of seeds produced by 


most weeds is surprisingly great, some- 
times more than half a million from one 
plant, or enough it' all grow to produce 
a plant on every square yard of 100 acres 
of land. According to Professor Brew- 
er, a roadside mullein of medium size 
produced finn,000 seeds. We sometimes 
wonder what the little snow birds (hid 
to eat during the winter time, but when 
we understand that they search for and 
eat seeds of most weeds wo cease to won- 
der after studying the production of the 
latter. Wore not these plants a hun- 
dredfold more prolific than our ordinary 
cultivated species few of thoni would 
be known as noxious at all.
